The Savings and Loan Bill was espe- 
cially demanded by the mechanic class, 
for whose advancement it was conceived.

Mr. Kuen, upon 
coina ashore, found but one thi.ifi; ot bto, 
that being " Kalco Baliy," a squaw No 
circumstance was mentioned by Mr. Keen 
as to whbt ilicir visit waa intended for, uiinl 
the souaw told him of the murder and the 
detail* oonuL'Ctfll therewith. iMnding ihe 
town vacant the officor ordered the huts lo 
He demolished and everjthini; Iherem des- 
troyed, together ^vi-.h all tie canoea thai 
could bo lound. Uaviog Qnishod the worli 
of devastation here, thoy proceeded to the 
main village, or O'd Kake. .\o signj. of In 
dians being preaeni, a repetition of davasia- 
tion took place, the l"wn coDsiBtinil ol six- 
teen bousea only, Hiere being no pro« 
visioDS or cnnoes found. They next pro- 
ceeded lo " OM rom'8" Ranch, a noted lo- 
cality five miles S. W. There tbey defltroyaJ 
six hoaaes, with provisions the latter cori- 
eifting chiefly ol smoked Sul-non. Ilore two 
ladiaos were seen Id canoua, but they got 
out of the way aa speedily as possible.

Tub Gold Harbor Expedition.— Aa far 
back BB 1858 the Hudson Bay Company 

unuw ol the existence of rich veins of goldi 
bearing quartz at Gold Harbor, Queen Char- 
lotto Island. Spooimaus of tho rock were 
brought to Vietoiia by the late Capt. Reid, 
then in corainand of one of tha H. B. Co.'s 
ships, and subsequcnily three of tbe com- 
ponj'a eervantB ataited for tbe harbor and 
located there. I'oworful and hostile tiibos 
of savages inhabited Queen UharloUe Islond 
at the lime, and* tbe three men were seized 
and held ia slavery OD>il ransomed iritb 
blankets by tbe Company, Three or fonr 
expeditions were SDbseqnenily made to tho 
spot, and in 1863 the writer was sbowa four 
pieces of beautifnl milkwhite qnartz tbrongb 
which ran delicate threads of gold. A 
lituitad joint-stock company was organized 
to work the vein ; but in the general disas- 
ter that overtook our mining corporations in 
1801, the company went under and has not 
«ince reappeared. The once hostile tribes 
ba^ been reduced to a mere baodfol aod are 
no longer feared.
